The command of Christ has laid upon all who bear His name the responsibility of carrying 


ANIEL WEBSTER was once 
SD asked what his most solemn 

thought was. In reply, he said, 
“My personal responsibility to God.” 
One important phase of our responsi- 
bility to God is our responsibility to 
the lost. We owe something to sinners. 
We should feel a burden for the un- 
saved. That is part of being a Chris- 
tian. 

When Dr. Lyman Beecher was on 
his deathbed, a ministerial brother 
said to him, “Dr. Beecher, you know a 
great deal. Tell us what the greatest 
of all things is!” Beecher answered, 
“It is not theology; it is not contro- 
versy; it is to save souls.” 

If we do not have a burden for the 
lost, we should pray for God to give 
us a burden. One of the greatest needs 
of the Church today is members with 
a passion for lost souls. Multitudes are 
out of the ark of safety; multitudes 
are away from the protection of the 
Church; multitudes are outside the 
fold. Hearts filled with compassion for 
the unsaved are sorely needed. We 
must be willing to shed some tears 
and to endure some agony in behalf 
of the lost. We should feel the re- 
sponsibility for the welfare of the un- 
saved upon our shoulders. 

Our responsibility to the lost in- 
volves two things: praying for them 
and seeking for them. 


PRAYING FOR THE LOST 


Jesus, THE greatest of 
all soul-winners, is our Example in 
praying for the lost. Untiringly and 
unceasingly, day and night, His ear- 
nest pleas went up to His heavenly 
Father for the salvation of the souls 
of men. Even on the cross, He prayed, 
“Father, forgive them, for they know 
not what they do.” 

If Christ prayed for the lost, so 
should we. Sincere prayer for the un- 
ved is one of the foremost needs of 
@:: hour. Halfhearted concern in 
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the gospel to the unsaved.

prayer is not sufficient. Deep earnest- 
ness should characterize our petitions 
to God. Let us travail for converts. 
Let us pour our hearts out to almighty 
God, imploring Him to deliver men 
and women from the bondage of sin. 

Faith in our prayers for the un- 
saved is essential. We do not get re- 
sults if we pray without faith. Let us 
believe God for more old-time revivals 
in which more precious people will be 
saved. Jesus said, “Ask, and ye shall 
receive.” There’s no doubt about it— 
God answers prayer.

The fact that God answers prayer 
should inspire us to pray more. “Pray 
without ceasing,” Paul said. The more 
we pray for the unsaved, the more 
conversions we are going to see. We 
have heard of instances when people 
prayed for years in behalf of some 
person before he was saved, but the 
reward was worth all the effort. Let 
us pray and pray until our own hearts 
are melted; pray until the Spirit of 
God is poured out upon us; pray un- 
til our churches are filled with seek- 
ing throngs; pray until backslidden 
Christians are reclaimed; pray until 
sinners are brought to their knees in 
deep repentance; pray until hosts of 
harvesters are called, equipped, em- 
powered, and sent by the Lord of the 
harvest into the fields of toil and en- 
deavor; pray until Pentecost is re- 
peated in every city, village, and 
countryside in the land; pray until 
blazing revival fires burn in every 
church throughout America. 


SEEKING FOR THE LOST 


OUR RESPONSIBILITY to 
the lost involves praying for them, and 
it also involves going after them. Here 
again Christ Jesus is our Example. The 
Son of Man came to seek and to save 
the lost. To that mission He dedicated 
Himself unreservedly.

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OD’S SERVANT, Paul the apostle, had already wit- 


SERMON CONTEST WINNER ] G nessed before the Sanhedrin, before Governor Fe- 


lix, before most noble Festus, before King Agrippa, 
and he was not en route to Rome, where he must witne 
also to the great Roman Emperor Caesar, to whom hi 
had appealed. Placed aboard a ship of Alexandria, Paul 
was a prisoner in the custody of one named Julius, a 
centurion of the band of Augustus. They had not had 
good sailing, and were nearing a place called the Fair 
Havens, which was close to the city of Lasea. Paul spoke 
to the centurion and crew, warning, “Sirs, I perceive 
that this voyage will be with hurt and much damage, not 
only of the lading and ship, but also of our lives.” 


Notice, first of all, that one makes a dreadful mistake 
when he refuses the counsel and advice of a man of God. 
Paul sensed the danger ahead, and was well qualified to 
give this warning, but the centurion chose to believe the 
master and owner of the ship “more than those things 
which were spoken by Paul.” Pity the soul who will turn 
away from the gospel and rely upon the ideas of someone 
else who may not know the way. The centurion was look- 
ing at another thing, also. This Fair Havens was just 
a small, simple place, and he thought life would be 
mighty dull if they were cooped up there all winter. Out 
yonder was Phenice, a much larger place, more com- 
modious, more exciting, and more worldly. 

Many souls have passed their chances for peace and 
safety because the right way was too straight and nar- 
row and seemed too simple. Lured on by the attractions 
of this world with the promise of fame and fortune souls 
are still being swindled by Satan. “There’s a better place 
out yonder,” he promises, “where life is filled with excite- 
ment, romance, and intrigue.” However, the story is just 
like the one of Jonah—he paid the fare to Tarshish, but 
he never did get there. 

People are paying dearly with their minds, bodies and 
souls for a season of sinful pleasure. Many times noble 
virtues and righteous ideals are cast aside just to reach 
the goal of worldly success which has been inspired in 
the hearts of men by ungodly ambitions and aspirations. 
Nevertheless, friend, make no mistake; a person will pay 
the full fare before he is through, and he will never 
find the place of peace and happiness until he pulls into 
the Fair Havens and anchors his soul in the haven of 
rest to sail the wild seas no more. 


NEXT, NOTICE the horrible mistake of trav- 
eling under a false impression. “And when the south wind 
blew softly, supposing that they had obtained their pur- 
pose, loosing thence, they sailed close by Crete.” Had 
these men been as cautious as they should have, they 
would have known that the weather this late in the sea- 
son was very unpredictable. They should have known that 
they could not always depend on this warm south breeze 
to favor them for their voyage. If they had known the 
weather report, they could have spared themselves of the 
great danger ahead, but they ran the risk of supposing 
instead of knowing. Oh, thank God that there is a way 
of knowing when all is well, a way to be sure with no 
guessing and doubting. Therefore, friend, never base your 
faith on thin supposition, but take hold of God and His 
Word and have the blessed satisfaction of knowing. 


Before long, therefore, the tempestuous Euroclydon 
struck with all the wild, angry fury it could develop in 


its mad chase across the Mediterranean. Caught in the@® 


deathly grip of this hurricane of destruction, the little 
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ship was unable to bear up into the wind. The crew had 
to “let her drive.” Think of the horror of being adrift 
in a sailing vessel at sea and unable to steer a straight 
ourse because of being driven mercilessly by a monster 
ho seemingly cared naught for the welfare of men. 

Such is the fate of many who launch out on the sea 
of life. Thinking all is well and supposing they are gain- 
ing their purpose, many times they let their courses lead 
them into the path of destruction. 

I have seen precious souls who became so carelessly 
unmindful of God’s Word, so coldly indifferent to the 
gospel message, and so negligent to commune with God 
in prayer that they strayed past the harbor of salvation 
and soon drifted too far from the shore. Then, when the 
hand of temptation struck down on their frail bark, they 
were helpless in the storm and were driven from one 
great danger to an even greater danger. 


NEXT, NOTICE VERSE 17, where they tried 
to reinforce the ship, and fearing that they would be 
swept into the quicksands, they “strake sail, and so were 
driven.” So it goes. Since the soul who strays away from 
the haven of rest can find no place to anchor, the tem- 
pest of Satan drives him on and on. 

Notice that they tried to lighten the load so that, per- 
haps, the ship would ride out the storm. Merchandise 
that would bring a fortune in Rome was thrown over- 
board. With death so close at hand, there was no regard 
for its value now. This makes the picture more vivid— 
things of this world lose their attraction when a soul 
comes near the end of a sinful life. 

To add to their fears and troubles, darkness came for 
many days. How could they plot their course without the 
sun? How could they get their bearings without the 
stars? This is the fate of a soul caught in the sickening 
whirl of worldliness and sin—no light, no ray of hope, 
lost, drifting, doomed to sink into the sea of despair 
as so many others have done who thought that they could 
get by in this world without God. 

In the midst of their danger, a most welcome message 
came from Paul. Oh, if they had only listened to his first 
warning as they listened to him now this whole terrifying 
voyage could have been avoided. They were like Jerusa- 
lem, over which Jesus wept and cried, “If thou hadst 
known, even thou, at least in this thy day, the things 
which belong unto thy peace! but now they are hid from 
thine eyes.” Just as Jerusalem did not recognize the 
“day of their visitation” and the “things which belonged 
to their peace,” so do others go through life not hearing 
the sound of alarm or the warning of danger until it’s 
too late. With their senses dulled, their eyes blinded, and 
their minds drunk on the potent wine of sinful pleasure, 
they speed through life and do not recognize the day of 
their salvation until they are too far past the Fair Havens, 
and then they are “held by the cords of their sins and 
die without instruction.” 

Now, as the wind shrieked through the rigging of the 
ship and the seamen cried aloud, praying as they clung 
to their ropes, the confident voice of Paul rang out, say- 
ing, “Fear not .. . sirs, I believe God.” He brought a 
comforting message that an angel had come to him say- 
ing that not a life would be lost. 

Then after days of drifting and tossing, they were 
finally able to cast out the anchors. The nightmare 

seemed to be over. When day came, they: sighted land 
Qaears, and desiring to pull into shore, they lifted the 
anchors and set the sails. However, “falling into a place 
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where two seas met, they ran the ship aground; and the 
forepart stuck fast, and remained unmoveable, but the 
hinder part was broken with the violence of the waves.” 


TAKE CARE, FRIEND, that, when this life is 
drawing to a close and you are in sight of the beautiful 
shore, you do not fall into that place where the two seas 
meet—the sea of life and the sea of death—and run 
aground and destroy your flimsy vessel. 

There will be no chance then to change your course in 
life; there will be no calling back of the lost opportuni- 
ties for salvation. You will be snatched from the dark- 
ness of a sinful life into the eternal darkness of hell 
and damnation to be tossed forever on the restless waves 
of the lake that burns with fire and brimstone. Never 
again will you gain sight of a harbor of salvation; never 
again can you cast out the anchor, for that voyage will 
never end and the tempest will never cease. While the 
horrifying screams burst forth from the souls who gnaw 
their tongues for pain and while the demons of hell hiss 
their blasphemies and curse their ill fate, there will be 
no need to ask, “Watchman, what of the night?” for the 
morning will never come. 

So I shall stand on the blood-washed decks of the old 
Ship of Zion and cry out to the lost, the straying, the 
drifters, and the strugglers who are sinking down into 
perdition: “Come aboard! This seaworthy vessel is filled 
with the joyous who are unafraid, for the Pilot of this 
ship is none other than the Captain of our salvation, 
who knows how to calm a raging sea and speak “peace” 
to a troubled soul. We are bound for the eternal Fair 
Havens, where the winds never blow contrary and the 
tempest never disturbs the rest and peace of the children 


of God.”

PRAYER NEUTRALIZES SNAKE-BITE POISON

You will recollect our relating the story of the deadly 
mamba in Portuguese East Africa. 

This story is about a puff adder. Puff adders and 
night adders are not so thin and sleek as a mamba. They 
are about two to three feet in length and are thicker in 
body. Unlike the green and black mambas, which are 
plain in color, adders have a specific design of light yel- 
low and brown. They are very poisonous, but not as swift 
as the mamba. 

It was during a week end that one of our workers in 
Portuguese East Africa had a rather alarming experi- 
ence, but an experience which again proved that we serve 
a loving God, who is able to deliver in spite of deadly 
attacks of the enemy. 

In everyday parlance, this dear brother was footslog- 
ging—natives are great walkers—from Catembe to a jet- 
ty where he would be ferried across the water to his 
home. When he was about two miles from the jetty, he 
suddenly felt a burning sensation in his toe. He had trod- 
den on a puff adder, and this vile reptile had lost no time 
in retaliating. In a matter of seconds everything was over. 

When one is bitten by a poisonous snake, the pain and 
consternation are not merely the product of a fertile 
imagination but a reality, and in such circumstances a 
person must think and act quickly—delay means death. 

What could this dear perplexed brother do? Could he 
possibly cover the next two miles to the jetty without col- 
lapsing, and even if he did reach the jetty, would medical 
aid be available? One thing he might have done was to 
have sucked the poison out of his toe, but, presumably, 
he was incapable of doing this owing to the fact that 
the acrobatic propensities of his babyhood days had been 
lying dormant too long! 

As suddenly, however, as he was bitten, it dawned on 
him that he was on the King’s business, and like a true 
soldier of the cross, his despair turned to courage. 

He had an effective antidote—prayer—why not use it? 
Pray he did. This dear brother told us that after he had 
prayed he forgot that he had been bitten by a puff ad- 
der. He is completely well, continues preaching the gos- 
pel, and testifies to the saving power of Jesus Christ, our 
Saviour. Amen! Surely this is another confirmation of 
Mark 16-18. Our God is able to deliver. Praise His dear 
name!

Ephesians 1:4, “According as he hath chosen us in him 
before the foundation of the world, that we should be 
holy and without blame before him in love.” 


N THE FIRST CHAPTER of Genesis, we find the 
Yg record of God’s creation. During the first five days, 

he prepared the earth as a dwelling place for a 
worshiper. Genesis 1:29, “And God said, Behold I have 
given you every herb bearing seed, which is upon the 
face of all the earth, every tree, in the which is the fruit 
of a tree yielding seed; to you it shall be for meat.” After 
consultation, and with mature deliberation, He crowned 
all of His work by personally forming the last creature— 
man. So man alone can say he was shaped by the hand 
of God and quickened by His divine breath. 

Because man is spirit, he is capable of God-conscious- 
ness and of communion with God. Adam had fellowship 
with God until he broke the only law that God had 
given him. He ate of the tree of knowledge of good and 
evil and lost his God-consciousness. He lost the power 
in himself to do good and gained the power to do evil; 
thus he placed himself in an inferior position in the 
world. His loss was great, but God made it possible for 
him to regain his position and fellowship with his Maker. 

Man Was to Be God’s Image in Respect to Lordship 

No man can play the monarch without subjects and a 
kingdom; therefore, God gave Adam an empire and sub- 
jects to rule. Blessing him and his help meet, God said 
unto them, “Be fruitful, and multiply, and replenish the 
earth (Moffat’s Translation, “fill the earth”), master the 
fish in the sea, the birds of the air, and every living 
creature that moves upon the earth.” Man was God’s 
visible representative in relation to the surrounding crea- 
tures. Being created in the image of God and after His 
likeness, man had knowledge only of righteousness and 
holiness. In Genesis 1:31 we are told that God made man 
good. Man’s creation in God’s image implies that the 
original condition of man was one of positive holiness. 

The fall of man resulted in the loss of the original 
innocence and moral integrity with which he had been 
created. These were forfeited by his disobedience. Man is 
utterly unable to save himself and is without hope apart 
rom the grace of God, which can restore the divine 
mage within him. God killed an innocent creature in 
order to clothe the nakedness of Adam and Eve. In like 
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manner the Father, to satisfy the claims of the law, 
gave His Son, the innocent One, to die in order to pro- 
vide an atoning sacrifice for the soul of man. The atone- 
ment purchased man’s pardon and righteousness. Abol- 
ishing the barriers between God and man brought about 
by the fall in the garden, it made possible a regenerated 
life. As a sacrifice for purification from sin, its benefits 
are sanctification and holiness. 
Man Can Be Recreated in the Image of God 


Jesus came into the world to make it possible for man 
to regain the divine likeness, which he once had by being 
recreated in the image of God. The new man puts on 
holiness. “And that ye put on the new man, which after 
God is created in righteousness and true holiness,” Ephe- 
Sians 4:24. God let Eve know that there would be a con- 
flict between her Seed and the evil power that caused 
her fall. Her Seed won the victory, but not without suf- 
fering. At Calvary the serpent bruised the heel of the 
Seed of the woman. That bruising brought victory for 
the fallen sons of Adam. The recreated man still has a 
conflict with the evil powers of darkness. Temptation is 
necessary for the development of the kind of character 
God desires for man. God wants us to love and serve 
Him, not by compulsion, but by choice; therefore, we 
must have the chance to choose between good and evil. 
As we reject the evil and choose the good, we develop 
Christian character; we show to the world and to God 
that we prefer the good and despise the bad. In fact, every 
time we are faced with temptation and overcome it, we 
not only build up a reserve against sin, but also we de- 
clare our choice for good. By choosing the good way, we 
show that we are like our Master. 

Many of God’s children have failed to attain the sanc- 
tification which the New Testament teaches. They do 
not see that Christian perfection means neither a per- 
fect body nor a perfect brain, but rather a complete com- 
mitment of self to the will of God and a restful reliance 
upon the Spirit of God. Some, setting the standard higher 
than the New Testament sets it, suffer a life of strain 
and unnaturalness. Others, lowering the standard, tend 
to excuse both natural infirmities and avoidable delin- 
quencies. God is seeking to help us make Christian holi- 
ness effective through the frail medium of our humanity.

SERMON CONTEST WINNER 


This sermon won third place ($25) in 
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and in its scriptural setting, it is representative of 

the highest in Christian character and progress. It 
speaks of one starting in the rough and being processed 
into a higher and nobler state. God’s purpose in having 
John the Revelator write to the church of the Laodi- 
ceans was to admonish them to seek a higher standard 
of living. They were not unchristian in their belief, for 
they had become a recognized church. They were not 
cold, neither were they hot. They were lukewarm. This 
seems to suggest a halfhearted, half-processed group 
who needed to be reaching for a higher standard. The 
Lord suggested the gold standard. God hopes for His peo- 
ple the best, and for this reason, He has provided for them 
the best. The top attainment in all things is the hope 
of God for His people. Therefore, He said, “. . . buy of me 
gold.” It would grieve the heart of God for the Church 
to settle for a lesser standard. 


THE NATURE OF GOLD in its pure and 
most highly processed state is representative of the state 
of the highest Christian attainment. In its pure, un- 
mixed state, it is known as twenty-four-carat gold. Thus, 
it could represent a twenty-four-caret Christian, un- 
mixed and unadulterated. When mixed with another 
metallic element, the carat standing is reduced to twenty, 
eighteen, twelve, and so forth, according to the inclusion 
of the other metal, which may be valuable in its own 
right, but it doesn’t alter the fact that it reduces the value 
of the gold, inasmuch as it affects its purity. 


Gold is the most malleable and the most ductile of all 
metals, which means that if is the most capable of en- 
during the beating and pressure-rolling that is required 
to fashion and shape it into a useful instrument. Al- 
though it is often beaten and rolled under pressure until 
it is a very small fraction of an inch in thickness, it 
doesn’t disintegrate; that is, it will not fall apart. It holds 
together, and as it thins down, it loses none of its purity 
or ability to remain solid. This is reason enough for the 
Lord to counsel us, “. .. buy of me gold.” If there are 
times when the beating comes or when it seems to a 
person that all pressure has been turned upon him, it is 
then that the true characteristics of pure gold will help 
to hold him together. If his Christian character has been 
processed to a twenty-four-carat standing, there will be 
no disintegrating. 


Gold, in character, is easily led, tractable, flexible, and 
pliant. It is not a stubborn, hard-to-handle, impossible- 


g: METALLIC VALUE, gold is the greatest to be had, 
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to-manage metal, but it is the opposite of that—compli- 
ant. 

In His work God can use only those who possess these 
higher traits: yieldedness to His will and voice, willing- 
ness to follow where He leads, openheartedness and will- 
ingness to be influenced by the will of God, and flexibility 
and capability of being fashioned according to the neces- 
sity as He sees it. A set will or a determination to have 
only the things we desire and to accept things according 
to our own plan speaks of something less than the gold 
principle working in our lives. 


GOLD IN THE ROUGH does not always ap- 
pear to be gold, because when it is found in ore form, 
it is associated with so many other metallic elements, 
such as silver, tellurium, copper, iron, bismuth, mercury, 
palladium, and rhodium. It is so enmeshed in the multi- 
plicity of other elements that gold is not recognizable. 
All of these other metals have their own values, and are 
useful in their own categories, but before the gold can 
be pure, it has to be separated from them. These metals 
in ore form appear as a rock, and the uninformed per- 
son might pass it by without a thought. It appears also 
in flakes and streaks as wire. In whatever rough form it 
is found, it can be separated from the base metals and 
rock and be purified through proper methods of process- 
ing. 

The most uncommon discovery is that of gold in lump 
form called gold nugget. The largest of such was found 
in Victoria, Australia. This nugget was called “Welcome 
Stranger.” Weighing 2,520 ounces, it was valued at $42,000. 
This most valuable nugget of gold was found in a rut 
made by a wheel of a cart and was just a few inches be- 
neath the surface of the ground. 

A very well-known place to discover gold is in the beds 
of the rivers where the waters have run through moun- 
tains and deposited grains of gold brought from crystal- 
line rock. The prospector would take up gravel, sand, and 
water in a pan and “shake the dirt” until the light par- 
ticles would float over the top of the pan with the water. 
The heavier particles and the grains of gold would settle 
to the bottom of the pan. Thus, we realize that gold is to 
be found in such out-of-the-way places as rocks, rivers, 
and ruts. 

The real beauty of the processing of Christian charac- 
ter is that man, like the gold in ore form, is found en- 
cumbered, enmeshed, and entangled with so many thing 
that render him impure and unattractive, but God is abl 
to bring about the necessary separation to purify him. 
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tried in the fire, 
that thou mayest be rich.” 


The real character of gold is brought out when the other 
elements are taken away. 

When a man or woman, having become an habitual 
alcoholic, is seen in an intoxicated state, tottering and 
falling about with no control of himself, he is naturally 
looked upon as useless and a detriment to society. His 
every thought is of the saloon where again and again 
he gives himself to revelry and low living. Others are 
habitual gamblers, blasphemers, and many and various 
entanglements which take from the purity of character 
and reduce them to apparent uselessness. Whatever po- 
tentialities possessed by such unfortunates, they are hid- 
den by their many sinful encumbrances, and can be 
brought into view only by absolute separation and cleans- 
ing. The only cleansing possible is through the blood of 
Jesus. 

The chief purpose for the establishing of the Church 
and sending forth the ministry is that such hidden 
treasures might be discovered and processed. Taking fall- 
en men from the river, rocks, or ruts in which they are 
found and processing them into treasured jewels with 
bright, shining Christian experiences are the purposes of 
the Church. 

Many have come from low levels into positions of high 
usefulness as Jerry McAuly, a poor, staggering, drunken 
river thief who was saved. He was considered to be the 
most powerful influence over the people of New York 
City of any and all other ministers. As he lay in state, the 
poor and rich alike marched past and demonstrated their 
love for him by contributing flowers in abundance. Mel 
Trotter, who left his wife with a dead baby in an old 
hovel while he rolled in a gutter in drunkenness, became 
an outstanding soul-winner. John Bunyan, who was the 
most vile blasphemer, became the author of the classic 
Pilgrim’s Progress. 

The best known group to the reader is the one of which 
he is a part. He knew of their past histories, their en- 
tanglements, and their ruts. Now he rejoices in their 
Christian attainments. These discoveries portray the real 
purpose of the ministry as prospectors. 


THE METHODS OF EXTRACTION of the 
gold from the foreign elements are varied. First, the rock 
of ore must be broken. Crushing can be used to further 
separate the different elements, but the most successful 
method of gold recovery is that of the furnace treat- 
ment. This method is known as smelting. The ore, gold 
enmeshed with other metals, is subjected to fire by which 
the other metals and matter are purged. Since there must 
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be a melting, the heat is turned on. A recent observation 
is that gold will melt at 1,063 degrees centigrade and will 
boil at 2,500 degrees centigrade. 


The most desirable means of melting foreign traits, 
desires, or practices from the lives of our constituents is 
through the fervency of church worship. Many times 
churches lament the fact that some of their congregants 
are proned toward past injurious practices. You are not 
likely to legislate or maneuver these problems out, but a 
sure way to bring about the desired effect is to produce 
a melting. Better still, get the church to a 2,500 degree 
fervency, which is the boiling point, and the dross will 
have to go. 

At times, it may seem that the fire of persecution or 
difficulties has become your lot. If so, it will serve as a 
part of the processing, and at the end of such circum- 
stances, if you have retained your loyalty to God, you 
will realize a higher Christian attainment. One scripture 
which will encourage us is “After that ye have suffered 
a while, he will make you perfect, stablish, strengthen, 
and settle you.” 

Job seemed to have a good understanding of God’s 
purpose in his troubles, and he retained his integrity 
through his many afflictions. In the midst of his troubles, 
as he sat among the ashes and scraped himself with a 
potsherd, his true, undying faith bolstered him, and he 
answered his so-called comforters and his lamenting wife, 
who suggested that he “curse God and die.” Job said, “I 
know that my Redeemer liveth, and that he shall stand 
at the latter day upon the earth: And though after my 
skin worms destroy this body, yet in my flesh shall I see 
God: Whom I shall see for myself, and mine eyes shall 
behold, and not another; though my reins be consumed 
within me. He knoweth the way that I take: When He 
hath tried me, I shall come forth as gold.” 

Once a foreign missionary visited a smeltery and ob- 
served the operation. As he watched the melted, popping, 
belching, cracking metal in the smelting pot, he became 
afraid that it would explode. He said to the smelter, 
“You had better turn the heat down or you will have an 
explosion.” The smelter laughed and said, “The trouble is 
that the heat needs to be increased.” He further stated, 
“The noise of the popping, cracking, and belching you 
hear is not the gold that is in the pot. It’s the foreign 
metal that’s making the noise.” He turned on more heat, 
and soon the noise died away—it was melted down. It 
isn’t always the loudest or the one that sounds off the 
most who is most valuable. It could be some base metal 
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showing up. Did you ever hear of “sounding brass or 
tinkling cymbal’? 


GOLD ALLOY IS A debasive metal mixed 
with gold for different purposes. Each metal added gives 
its own particular effect. If silver is added, it makes the 
mixture white, and it is then called white gold. When 
copper is added, it gives a red appearance. In its pure 
state, gold is naturally yellow, and when it has a dif- 
ferent appearance, it speaks for itself that there is an 
alloy. Just for a thought may I ask, “Did you ever see 
anyone turn real white when he was under pressure?” 
It wasn’t his gold showing; it was the silver alloy. Of 
course, if he turned red, his copper was showing. Too 
often one is inclined to show his debasive alloy rather 
than his gold, and this tells the story that his carat rating 
is less than twenty-four. 

Gold is also one of the softest of all metals. For this 
reason, it has to be alloyed with something to harden it. 
Therefore, anything which has a hard character por- 
trays its metallic allov. When anyone is heard to boast 
of his hard-boiled disposition, he is not speaking of his 
gold but of his alloy. 


GOLD’s ABILITY TO BE extended is very re- 
markable. It can be truthfully stated that a little pure 
gold will go a long way. However, this ability is reduced by 
anything debasive that may be added. One gram, which 
is approximately one-twenty-eighth of an ounce, of un- 
mixed gold has been known to be spun into a thread two 
miles long. It could not reach such a distance with any 
brittle elements added, because when the strain would 
come, it would pull apart. The thread would never show 
weakness except where the alloy would render it impure. 
Such purity of soul and Christian character will cause 
any individual to reach with effective influence those 
whom he may chance to contact. 

A very saddening thought in this connection is that so 
little pure gold goes so far; yet, many of us have never 
reached our own front room. Our own family has not been 
reached. Too often this is the result of our alloy showing 
where our gold should be seen. 


WROUGHT GOLD is fashioned, formed, elab- 
orated, ornamented, and manufactured. Therefore, we 
are made to understand the Psalmist when he said, “The 
king’s daughter is all glorious within: Her clothing is of 
wrought gold.” Could anything be more descriptive of 
beauty than this statement? 

Nothing could be more desirable than to be glorious 
within and clothed with fashioned, elaborate, ornament- 
ed gold. When such a one is seen, there could be no 
thought but of beauty, purity, and riches. 

Therefore, to the Church, which is to portray the true 
characteristics of Christianity, Jesus says, “I counsel thee 
to buy of me gold tried in the fire, that thou mayest be 


rich.”

Christ set a perfect Example in the flesh. Holiness is the 
attribute of the divine nature, the seed of divinity, which 
remains in us. Man is partaker of the divine nature in 
the same sense that the iron is partaker of the fire. The 
rough, crude iron put into the fire becomes radiantly 
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brilliant. As the fire can say to it, “I have imparted this 
brilliance to you,” God can say to the soul, “I have im- 
parted to thee the glow, beauty, and heat of my nature.” 
The soul is bathed in God. 

Holiness imparts such sovereign and moral beauty to 
the soul, that God Himself is captivated by it. God, 
through His prophet Ezekiel said of Israel, “Thou art 
all beautiful.” Holiness reflects the beauty of the face 
of God. Did you ever see a soul lighted by divine glory? 
It was only a reflection of the glory of God. Holiness, as 
other riches, can be additive; God gives the increase as 
we meet His requirements. The heart of God delights 
and takes pleasure in His saints. The pure in heart enjoy 
God and abound in His love, and they become continually 
more like Him in love, humility, sinlessness, purity, and 
holiness. 

When one walks in love, he is actually in God, for God 
is love and life. We cannot live a life of faith without 
living a life of love. When one walks in love, he can no 
longer be negative or neutral. He is a positive element 
of blessing in the world. When we step out of the law of 
love, we step out of the environment of God into the en- 
vironment of the Adversary. When one’s acts are not 
prompted by love, he is in harmony with the Adversary. 
He has put himself where he has no defense, and the 
Adversary has the mastery. We cannot walk in faith and 
holiness without walking in love. 


The Recreated Man Has the Power of Attorney 

We take our place as the sons of the almighty God. We 
are members of His family, joint heirs with His own Son. 
If we do not take this place, we deny the efficacy of 
His blood, the reality of His sacrifice, and the integrity 
of His redemption. By taking our place, we honor the 
Father, the Son, and the new creation in Jesus. Our 
own position is honored; sin is put away; and righteous- 
ness becomes a fact. We should study to show ourselves 
approved unto God; Christians who need not be ashamed, 
taking our place in the family without condemnation. 
We can go in the name of Jesus. As we walk in fellowship 
with Him, we have His ability. God is our Strength, our 
Life, our All. 

We may have wondered why Jesus was fearless in the 
presence of Satan and his works. In the midst of death, 
at the tomb of Lazarus, His fearless confidence thrills 
us. He was righteous. Sin makes cowards of men. The 
consciousness of sin holds us in bondage. If we know we 
are of God, that God is in us, and that we have His 
righteousness, we can stand in the presence of Satan 
and his works as fearlessly as Jesus did. Righteousness 
is really the ability of God taking possession of us. We 
are fearless in His presence, because we are conscious 
that we are new creations. We have been created by 
God in His image, and Jesus has given us the power of 
attorney to use His name (John 14:12-14). 

We know that Satan has been conquered. Through Je- 
sus, we, who were once slaves, are now masters. We are 
strong, not weak. We have been identified with God. In 
other words, we are holy, sanctified, and set apart for 
the ‘.ord’s use. In this dispensation of grace, God desires 
that our service be wholly unto Him. Whether by sermon, 
testimony, music, or song, let all things be done with 
reverence in the name of the Lord Jesus and for the 
glory of God. When we think of the presumption, the 
brazen sacrilege, the wicked desecration all about us, it 
is little wonder that many people are weak and out of 
fellowship with God. As we determine that all our

work in the interest of the lost only 
when it is convenient to do so? Are 
we willing to risk our ambitions, repu- 
tations, lives, in order to rescue the 
perishing? 

Paul said in Romans 9:1-3, “I say 
the truth in Christ, I lie not, my con- 
science also bearing me witness in the 
Holy Ghost, That I have great heavi- 
ness and continual sorrow in my 
heart. For I could wish that myself 
were accursed from Christ for my 
brethren, my kinsmen according to 
the flesh.” 

In the parable of the lost sheep, it 
is reasonable to suppose that the shep- 
herd risked his very life in the at- 
tempt to rescue the one lost sheep. He 
was probably exposed to wild beasts, 
thorny paths, and jagged hills, but he 
went on; he braved the dangers; he 
endured the pain; he _ sacrificed; 


he denied himself. Why? He wanted to 
rescue the lost sheep. When we are 
filled with love for fallen humanity 
and are saturated by a desire to bring 
them to God, no danger will be too 
great for us to face in our efforts to 
win them for Jesus. 

One evening in 1861, General Gari- 
baldi, a great Italian hero, was going 
home. He met a shepherd lamenting 
the loss of a lamb. Garibaldi turned 
to his staff and announced his inten- 
tion of searching for the lost lamb. 
An expedition was organized; lanterns 
were brought; and many old officers 
joined the search. But no lamb was 
found, and the soldiers were ordered 
to their beds. The next morning Gari- 
baldi’s attendant found him fast 
asleep with the lost lamb nestling un- 
der his covering. The general had kept 
the search through the night until he 
had found the sheep. If we will be as 
diligent in our quest for lost souls, we 
will have like results. 


May God fill us with such a passion 
for souls that when we sleep, we will 
dream of conversions that upon awak- 
ening our first thoughts will be of 
helping the lost to God. The task and 
the burden of soul-winning should 
ever be before us, not just during 
times of revival and special evange- 
listic effort, but always, night and day, 
and every hour of each day. Men and 
women are without God, and they are 
dying and going to hell. What are we 
going to do about it? Let us arise from 
our lethargy. Let us be wide-awake 
to the needs of the hour. Let us work, 
pray, fast, and seek. Let us get men 
to God. The night is coming upon us; 
the day is quickly passing. 

Rescue the perishing, care for the dy- 
ing, 

Snatch them in pity from sin and the 
grave; 

Weep o’er the erring one, lift up the 
fallen, 

Tell them of Jesus, the mighty to save. 
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thoughts, speech, and actions shall be related to God, 
His name, His Word, His day, His house, His ministry, 
and His ordinances, then His service will be marked with 
the utmost reverence. We are His handiwork, and we 
should be what God desires us to be—His righteousness. 


We have an invitation to come boldly before the throne 
into the presence of our Father. Righteousness is the 
ability to stand in the Father’s presence without a sense 
of guilt or inferiority. It was the product of the finished 
work of Christ that culminated in the new creation. 
When we know that the Father recreated us in His na- 
ture, we realize that He is satisfied with the new creation. 
He dwells in us, and we are aware of how precious and 
priceless we are to Him. If He were not able to fellowship 
on terms of equality with His children, He would not be 
satisfied. The work He wrought in Christ would be an 
utter failure. 

In the beginning, man had perfect fellowship with the 
Father. A perfect redemption is necessary to restore that 
lost fellowship. The old things of failure and sin pass 
away and all things become new. All that are pure and 
holy are of God, who has reconciled us unto Himself. As 
we receive His redemption, we are free from the old 
bondage and habits. The things that bind us to the Ad- 
versary and bring condemnation are put away. He bore 
our sins in His body on the tree, and was made Sin for 
our sin so that we might become righteous with His 
righteousness. Now, sin no longer has dominion over us. 
Paul said that Jesus was made unto us sanctification. 
We know that we are sanctified by His sanctification! 
If He has become our righteousness, then our standing 
with the Father is identical with that of His Son. This is 
the ground of our faith in the Son of God. Faith cannot 
grow in the atmosphere of condemnation. As long as 
we are in the realm of sin-consciousness, our faith will 
be weak and ineffectual. If we have the life of God 
abiding in us, we can say with Paul, “I can do all things 
in him who strengtheneth me.” We can live a holy, pure 
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life before God and the world. We then bear fruit unto 
holiness, and the end is everlasting life. We have been 
told that it takes seven colors to make a pure white— 
red, orange, yellow, green, blue, indigo, and violet. There 
are also seven essential elements in holiness—purity, hu- 
mility, consecration, unity, love, Christlikeness, and per- 
fection. These elements will perfect holiness in a life 
and adorn a soul with the qualities that will bring praise 
and glory to our Lord and Saviour, Jesus Christ, and to 
God our Father.

Such new approaches to youth 
evangelism as teen-age hobby clubs, 
a new youth book and record club, a 
youth vocational guidance program, 
and a teen-age missionary candidates 
club, mark another step in the youth 
program of Youth for Christ Interna- 
tional, according to an announcement 
of its president, Dr. Robert A. Cook. 

Each of the new ministries, spon- 
sored by the YFC headquarters office 
in Wheaton, Illinois, will be developed 
as part of the yout ———o pro- 
gram of Youth for Christ for 1955, 
Cook explained. 

Ted W. Engstrom, executive director 
of Youth for Christ International, 
with twelve years of experience in the 
publishing field, will direct the newly 
formed youth book and _ record club. 
Jack Hamilton, national Bible club di- 
rector Youth for Christ, will head the 
formation of Christian hobby clubs 
among high schoolers with such clubs 
as photographers club, stamp collec- 
tors club, music lovers club, etc. 

The candidates club will be made up 
of young people in high school and 

college who have dedicated their lives 
= full-time Christian service and

plan to prepare for this service. It is 
anticipated that this club will have its 
own newsletter, giving inspiration and 
information to members, and that it 
will strengthen the commitments 
which so many young people have 
made for foreign missionary service. 

Other ministries expected to be ex- 
plored and expanded during the 
course of 1955, Cook stated, are a 
youth vocational genes program, a 
marriage counseling program, youth 
columns in newspapers, “Youth Be- 
lieves” television spots and posters for 
placing in public places, and a pro- 
gram of sponsoring good reading for 
young people. 

(MNS) During 1954, three sets of 
Sunday School quarterlies were pub- 
lished in the Greek language by the 
Eastern European Mission. These 
quarterlies were used in more than 
eighty Sunday Schools in the areas of 
Thrace, Macedonia, and Thessaly, and 
in the cities of Athens, Corinth, and 
Salonika, as well as in the Island of 
Crete and the Ionian Islands. In ad- 
dition, approximately a hundred in- 
dividuals used them as aids in teach- 
ing Bible classes and preaching ser- 
mons. 

(MNS) INTERNATIONAL MIS- 
SIONS, INCORPORATED reports that 
its applications for visas for new mis- 
sionaries for the island of Mauritius 
in the Indian Ocean have been re- 
fused by the British Colonial Govern- 
ment. The reason given was that ad- 
ditional missionary effort would tend 
to increase the present political un- 
rest and nationalistic leanings of the 
predominantly Indian een. 

One of the most densely populated 
areas in the world, the Island has over 
400,000 people, most of whom are In- 
dians from India. Little evangelical 
missionary work has been done among 
this segment of the population. 

(MNS) More than two thirds of the 
New Testament has now been trans- 
lated into the language of the Anuak 
tribe of Ethiopia. It is expected that in 
two years the entire New Testament 
should be completed. This translation 
is being done by the Rev. Harvey T. 
Hoekstra, of the American Mission in 
the South Sudan (United Presbyterian 
Church and Reformed Church in 
America). 

(MNS) “Today, nearly two thou- 
sand years after the Great Commis- 
sion was given, it is estimated that 


one billion persons now living have 
never heard the precious name of Je- 
sus. If you were to stand day and 
night watching this vast number 
march by, you would stand for a whole 
ae. ae Missionary Broad- 
caster. 


SPAIN (MNS) An evangelical pas- 
tor in Sagunto, near Valencia, is in 
jail again for the “crime” of conduct- 
ing an “unauthorized religious serv- 
ice.” When the police found Senor 
Florentino Tornadijo and fourteen 
members of his congregation reading 
the Bible together, they ordered each 
one to pay a fine. Senor Tornadijo 
was imprisoned on February 22. 

Last fall the pastor and members of 
the Baptist church in Jativa were 
fined for the alleged intention of hold- 
ing a baptismal service in a hidden 
place in the country. On February 16 
five of those members were put in 
— for having refused to pay that 
ine. 

(MNS) BRAZIL—The Roman Cath- 
olic Church has boasted that they 
must retake Brazil before the Com- 
munists or evangelicals do. They 
have scheduled a World Youth Con- 
ference to be held there in July. 


Recognizing that the ~~ of ju- 
venile delinquency and the work of 
the Church in meeting that need pre- 
sents a unique challenge and oppor- 
tunity, Youth for Christ has aoe - 
uled a national Youth Guidance Con- 
ference to be held in Lincoln, Ne- 
braska, June 9-12. 

This conference will bring together 
some of the nation’s leading Christian 
authorities on work with problem 
youth for the purpose of fellowship, 
exchange of ideas, and sharing of val’ 
uable methods and practical proce- 
dures that can be used on the com- 
munity level in helping these young 
people. 

A unique feature of the conference 
is the tentative scheduling of one ses- 
sion at the Nebraska Training School 
for Boys and another at the state pris- 
on. In addition to the institutional 
phase of the sessions, material will be 
given on summer programs and com- 
munity juvenile work. 

The conference is open to interested 
pastors, church youth leaders, busi- 
nessmen, Bible school and college stu- 
dents, as well as YFC directors. For
